TRADE AT PEAK 

In the’ past few days coronation 
trade has reached its peak. Stores 
are loaded with souvenirs and they 
| are literally selling like hot cakes. 
It seerms as if the nation’s ingenu- 
ity has been exhausted in think- 
ing up coronation gadgets and sou- 
venirs. One notices waffle irons in 
coronation designs advertised with 
Canadian maple syrup done up in 
| coronation colors. Coronation lights 
| are obvious, and so are tiny flags 
and all manner of pins and brooches 
in the form of scepires, crowns, 
1 ote and royal ciphers. 

Coronation colors strike one from 
store windows with the blare of 
| caliopes. Soaps, pyjamas, aprons,

| neckties, socks, cravats, trumpets, 
bicycles, tricycles, balls and even 
| cricket bats and stumps and all 
sorts of pastries are being sold in 
the coronation colors, while liter- 
} ally millions of colored photographs 
of the royal family have been pur- 
chased, together with booklets alli 
bound in coronation colors. 

In their zeal for the great oc- 
| casion Britons are proving that they 
have not lost that touch of individ- 
| ualism which has characterized 
| them in bygone days. In Chancery 
| Lane, where dry as dust law books 
| are printed, they are turning out 
legal tomes bound in coronation 
colors and they are being bought 
freely. 

Up near Cambridge a farmer has 
festooned his cherry orchard, now 
in full bloom, with long banners of 
red and blue, which with the blos-
